To:  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council j 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1960. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  irii-year  population  was  9,740  compared 
with  9,690  in  1959. 

The  birth  rate  adjusted  for  comparative  purposes  rose  from  14.4  per  1,000 
of  the  population  to  15.5.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.1. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  18.7  per  1,000  of  the  population  which,  after 
adjustment,  is  reduced  to  9.9  and  compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  11.5. 

There  were  5 deaths  among  infants  under  1 year  giving  a mortality  rate  of 
35  per  1,000  live  births.  This  is  2.8  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  but 
still  considerably  above  the  rats  for  England  and  VJales  which  was  21.7. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  excluding  tuberculosis,  was  exception 
ally  low.  Only  3 cases  of  Measles,  9 of  Whooping  Cough  and  7 of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred  among  the  notifiable  diseases. 

New  cases  of  tuberculosis  showed  an  increase  of  one  pulmonary  and  one 
non-pulmonary  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year. 

On  the  whole  the  year  has  been  a satisfactory  one  as  regards  community 
health  with  steady  progress  towards  better  environmental  conditions  as  shown 
in  the  Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

A useful  addition  to  the  records  of  the  Department  is  the  inclusion  of 
certain  meteorological  observations  which  were  initiated  during  the  year. 

I have  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Department  and  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  at  all  times

The  figures  for  the  births  and  deaths  are  those  finalised  by  correction 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  while  the  population  figure  upon  which  the 
various  rates  are  based  is  the  estimated  home  population  at  30th  June,  1960, 
and  includes  members  of  the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area.  For  each 
Authority’s  area  the  Registrar  General  issues  annual  Area  comparability  factors 
for  use  with  crude  birth  and  death  rates;  the  factors  contain  adjustments  for 
boundary  changes  and  make  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  dis- 
tribution of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a 
whole,  while  the  death  rate  factor  has  in  addition  been  adjusted  specifically 
to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area.

St,  Mary’s  Hospital,  Etchinghill,  situated  within  the  Rural  District, 
provides  accomniodation  for  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronic  sick  cases  and  is 
administered  by  the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Appro- 
priate facilities  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases,  maternity  cases  and  in- 
fectious diseases  are  provided  by  the  Board's  hospitals  elsewhere  in  the  region. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities! 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  undertakes  the  examination  of  path- 
ological and  other  specimens  as  well  as  the  routine  bacteriological  examination 
of  water,  millc  and  other  samples.  ' 

(c)  Nursing  and  Midwifery  Services; 

These  domiciliary  services  are  provided  by  the  Kent  County  Council  which 
is  the  administrative  authority  for  them  in  the  Rural  area.  The  following 
informa.tion  on  the  work  of  the  services  during  1960  has  been  provided  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


1.  Vfater  Supply 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  two  Statutory  Water  Undertakings 
was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

A Small  concrete  header  tank  was  erected  by  the  Mid -Kent  Water  Company  in 
Knowlhill  Carvett  and  this  has  improved  the  water  pressure  in  the  Densole  area 
of  Swingfield. 

A short  length  of  water  main  was  laid  at  Peene,  Newington  by  the  Folkestone 
and  District  w^ter  Company  to  serve  some  15  dwellings.

271  Properties j,  mostl5'-  in  Etchinghill  and  Lyicinge,  were  connected 
to  the  new  public  severs^  All  the  gravity  sewers  on  this  final  stage  v/ere 
completed.  Three  small  sewage  treatment  plants  serving  Council  Estates  in 
Lyminge  and  t vro  in  Elham  were  made  redundant  • 

b)  Hawkinge,  Swlngfield  and  Acrise 

The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  respec 
of  Messrs.  Bowzell’s  tender  was  received  and  work  was  started  in  April  on  the 
gravity  sewers  between  the  Borough  of  Folkestone  and  Hawkinge  and  also  on  the 
pumping  stations  at  CoT-rgate  and  Mudsole.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  first 
properties  in  Hawkinge  which  a re  situated  on  the  line  of  the  gravity  sewers 
will  be  connected  at  the  beginning  of  next  year. 

c)  Sellindge.  Stanford  and  Lympne 

The  Council  gave  instructions  to  proceed  with  the  preliminaries  in 
respect  of  this  scheme  and  sites  for  the  sewage  treatment  works  and  pumping 
stations  were  investigated.

Cesspool  Empyting 


Cesspools  ■'.<rere  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  three  Denris  800  gallon 
emptiers.  Considerable  ovortime  was  worked  and  additional  vehicles  were  hired 
from  Messrs,  Lines  of  Wootton, 

During  the  winter  period  there  was  a delay  of  6 weeks  between  receipt  and 
execution  of  requests  to  empty  cesspools  in  spite  of  the  houses  connected  to 
public  sewers.  This  delay  was  put  down  to  the  increase  in  private  dwellings 
being  built  and  the  large  number  of  improvements,  installation  of  W.Cs,,  bath- 
rooms etc,  being  carried  out  with  the  assistance  of  grants  and  otherwise. 

No  direct  charge  vras  made  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  serving  private 
dwellings  and  no  limit  was  placed  on  the  number  of  emptyings  per  cesspool  during 
the  year.
